monopolies deserving of notice by the 
people ol the State. 
'lliey want to regulate taxes, too; they 


propose to adopt the Constitutional 
Amendment to establish a State Board 
of Equalization, and thns endorse and 
revive the proceedings of thi three Dolly 
Yarden. appointees who undertook to fix 
the amounts which everybody shonld 
pay, and had set their hearts on levying 
a double tax on all laud subject to mort- 
gage. People that favor double- tasation 
should vote the Dolly Varden ticket. 


The plain truth of the matter is that, 


with all their pretensions, they dp not 
present a definite plan for any desirable 
reform, and if th«y could get into office 
they would steal just as the other parties 
hire done. Ilia aystem is defective, and 
so long as it prevails the Government 
cannot be free from corruption. A third 
party which, from its very nature, will 
be of brief duration, is more dangerous 
than any other, because its officials 
know they have ao future and they must 
do their stealing tip at once. This Dolly 
Varden programme is a poor dodge.—
